School board oks 
new grade structure 


By ERIN DOWNING 

WILMINGTON - How students 
progress through the schools will 
be altered once the new middle 
school on Carter Lane opens in 
2000, 

Board members on Sept. 23 
unanimously approved the new 
grade configuration titled the 
“feeder pattern.” The new system 
will divide the number of students 
in half, with each half attending 
schools with identical grade con- 
figurations. 

The “feeder” or “parallel” pat- 
tern requires half of the kinder- 
garten students to go to the 
Boutwell School and the other 
half to attend the Wildwood 
School. 

Half of the town’s first-through 
third-graders will attend the 
Shawsheen Elementary, the other 
half will go to the Woburn Street 
School. 

Half of the town’s fourth-and

fifth-graders will attend the West 
Intermediate and the other half 
will attend the North Intermedi- 
ate. All sixth-through eighth- 
graders will go to the new middle 
school. 

Ninth-through 12th-graders will 
attend the high school. 

Several school committee mem- 
bers expressed that students 
might be concerned about attend- 
ing five different schools in 12 
years. The board, however, 
agreed that the feeder system is 
the most educationally sound 
choice. “The parents want us to 
vote on the program that will pro- 
vide the best education for their 
kids. I believe the feeder pattern 
is this,” said committee member 
Stephen Peterson. 

Chairman Suzanne Rooney stat- 
ed that, in most cases, the stu- 
dents will attend schools closest 
to their neighborhoods. “I believe 
the kids will do O.K., but they 
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need the positive reinforcement 
from their parents,” said Rooney. 
“They will be changing [from 
school to school], but they'll be 
changing with their friends.” 

The school committee on Sept.16 
held a meeting with parents to 
discuss the approved system and 
an alternative grade configura- 
tion’ plan that would have placed 
first-through fifth-graders in the 
North, West, Shawsheen and 
Woburn Street schools. 

According to Rooney, an exit poll 
taken at the meeting revealed that 
parents, not overwhelmingly, 
voted for the feeder system. 

The alternative-plan would have 
required renovating the two mid- 
dle schools for use by the elemen- 
tary students. “It would have cost 
$500,000 to renovate the North and 
West [middle schools]. Renovat- 
ing would also require four to six 
months without kids in the [two] 
schools and that would be impos-

WILMINGTON - Cancer. “My 
father had it. My brother had it, 
and now I've had it,” says Wilm- 
ington resident , businessman and 
recovering cancer patient, Jim 
Murray. Prostate cancer, the 
most common cancer among men 
and the second leading cause of 
cancer deaths after lung cancer, is 
responsible for approximately 3% 
of all deaths of American men, ac- 
cording to the American Cancer 
Society (ACS). This year they 
estimate 39,200 men will succumb 
to the disease. 
Murray, who owns the American 
Insurance Agency in Wilmington, 
said “I had my first screening at 
age 48. My baseline PSA was 2.51 
nanograms/milliliter at the time 
and considered 0O.K.” He 
that PSA is a blood test 
for levels of prostate specific anti- 


gen. According to the ACS, if the 
antigen levels are elevated to 
4.0ng/ml or greater, it could indi- 
cate the presence of prostate can- 
cer. 

The prostate, a walnut-sized 
gland located just below the blad- 
der, is important to bladder con- 
trol and normal sexual function- 


fact.” A biopsy involves inserting 
several needles into the prostate 
to withdraw cells, which are then 
examined. Only a biopsy can con- 
firm the diagnosis of prostate can- 
cer and Murray's was positive. 
“There are no words to describe 
the emotions you feel when you're 
told you have cancer,” Murray

increases with age. In some men, 
the disease is slow-growing, but 
for others, it can be very aggres- 
sive and require treatment. Fam- 
ily history of prostate cancer, as 
in Murray’s case, may increase an 
individuals risk of developing the 
disease. 

Murray's second screening two 
years later had a significant 
change. “The test showed 3.2. My 
doctor set me up for a biopsy two 
weeks later,” Murray said.

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The first railroad station

The first railroad station in Wilm- 
ington was the southern terminus of 
the Wilmington & Andover Railroad. 
Iris still in existence, and is believed 
to be the oldest railroad building in 
the world. It has long since become a 
dwelling house, and is across Church 
Sweet from the Wilmington Fire 
House. 

Frances Hiller, the woman who 
called herself Dr. Hiller, bought that 
building about 100 years ago, when it 
was moved to its present site. Among 
those who assisted was Rudolph 
(Dolph) Porter, he who was the local 
section. boss on the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, 

A publication known as Gleason's 
Pictorial Drawing Room Companion 
published a picture of that station in 
co In Beslte days there were no

“press artist,” 

At least one copy was purchased 
by a Wilmington resident. That per- 
son is believed to have been Dr. Silas 
Brown, who lived in what is today 
called the Harnden Tavem. 

Born in Tewksbury, there were 
more than a few physicians in that 
town who lived near what is today 
called the Tewksbury Alms House, 
orthe Tewksbury Hospital. Dr. Brown 
purchased the Tavern, and much ad- 
joining property in 1816. He lived 
there until his death in 1864, 

There is a Brown Street in 
Tewksbury, which was in existence, 
one can say, long before there was a 
town of Tewksbury. Members of that 
family lived along the Shawsheen 
River before Tewksbury became a 
town in 1734, 

‘This writer has read stories which 
purport tosay the Brown family lived 
in what isnow North Woburn, where 
the Baldwin and the Thompson fami- 
lies lived, about 1660. 

Inany event the Brown family was 
active in the days of the American 
Revolution, in the days of Concord 
and Lexington. 


Dr. Silas Brown was the son of . 


Jonathan and Mary Brown. Atthe end 
of the Revolution he was major of the 
Seventh Massachusetts Regiment, and 
he was later promoted to Colonel. 

Ason, born in Tewksbury served in 
the Union Army in 1861, during the 

period when General MacClellan was 
in command in Virginia, an inactive 
era. 

‘The tradition is that Dr. Silas and 
his son exchanged letters, Dr. Brown 
sat upstairs in one of the windows 
overlooking Andover Street to write 
those letters. 

Didhisson, whoservedin the Army 
return to Tewksbury when his service 
was over? 

Silas Brownowned muchmore land 
than there is today in the Hamden 
Tavern territory. Nod Pond, to the 
east, was a part of his property. It was 
inns ican .a,mill known as Nod 

which became Brown's Mill. It 
still has that name today, Asa Sheldon 
as a young man incurred a broken leg 
there, as may be read in his auto- 
biography, “Wilmington Farmer.” 

Dr. Brown owned both sides of 
Salem Street as far as the junction 
with Andover Street, and much to the 
south, including today’s Hathaway 

Acres. 

Salem was a seaport, facing upon 
Massachusetts Bay. The people in that 
seaport were not alarmed when the 
Boston & Lowell became a freight 
line to haul cotton from Boston to 
Lowell, and then back again, But the 
business people began to realize that 
much of the southern cotton was be- 
ing diverted away from them. 

In 1848 the people of Salem hired 
Asa Sheldon to explore a route for a 
railroad, from Salem to Lowell. He 
was to have no part in the construc- 
tion, His job was to find the best route. 

‘That was not just an easy task. 

Northof the farm of Dr. Silas Brown 
was the highway to Andover, and along 
the west side of that was a long hill 
with a cavern known as Devil’s Den. 
There was no way to go through. 

And to the south was the Ipswich 
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River, with a big swamp, still known 
today as the Hundred Acre Meadow. 
The only route for such a railroad 
was through the farm of Silas Brown, 
but Dr. Brown did not want to sell! 

That put the contractors who were 
constructing the railroad in a fix! 
They could not stop, and they could 
not go ahead! 

After a while Silas Brown agreed 
to let the railroad rent a right-of-way 
through his farm. For this there would 
be an annual rental to Silas, who 
would still own the land, To that the 
railroad agreed. 

The Salem & Lowell Railroad to- 
day, no longer exists, Where itcrosses 
Andover Street is today called 
Brown's Crossing. Where the rail- 
road was, is today the road to the 
town’s water pumping station, con- 
structed in 1926. The Wilmington 
WaterDeparument’ mr 
the legal right kpown.

But the entrance to that pumping 
station is still known as Brown’s 
Crossing. Dr. Silas Brown left a mark 
which, itseems, will never be obliter- 
ated! 

It was about the time that Dr. Silas 
brown purchased the picture of the 
first railroad station in Wilmington 
that he agreed to let the Salem & 
Lowell Railroad cross his property. 
Considering the subsequent history 
of that picture it seems certain that 
Dr. Brown was the person who had 
purchased it. 

‘The reader should examine the pic- 
ture. Four locomotives are puffing 
clouds of black smoke as hundreds of 
persons crowd together to see the 
start of the race. ‘ 

Way over to the right, located, it 
seems, where Main Streets today, is 
around house, for ovemight storage 
of locomotives. There is a peculiar 
look to it. 

Three chimneys are above the 
round house, in a space which can 
occupy two locomotives! That's 


Pretty good! 


Three smokestacks for two loco- 
motives! 

Was there ever such a smokestack, 
in the history of railroading??? 

The Hathaway Family 

The Hathaway Family acquired 
ownership of the Hamden Tavern 
sometime about the time of the Span- 
ish American War. They also ac- 
quired the annual rent payment from 
the Salem & Lowell Railroad. In the 
first generation there were two sons, 
John and George. 

John became an attomey. He served 
his town in various committees, such 
as the school committee, and contin- 
ued to live in the Hamden Tavern. 

George became an officer, a physi- 
cian, in the U.S. Navy. He served on 
various islands in the Pacific, and 
returned home from time to time. 
‘There were occasions when he was 
(photographed on Wilmington com-. 
mon, with vatious youlg ladies, a 
handsome gentleman with four 
golden stripes on his arms. 

George's wife was a lady named 
Florence, a girl born in the Roman 
Catholic faith. They were united in 
marriage in a ceremony in a Catholic 
Church, There were several daugh- 


ters. 

There happens to be, in Wilming- 
ton, at the comer of Andover Street 
and Salem Street, near the Harnden 
‘Tavem a tract of land which Captain

I personally was not opposed to 
a small school being run from 14 
Crystal Road, which to my knowl- 
edge was the original intent.

I do not believe any of them

issue in this neighborhood is that a 
good percentage of the pickups at 
the Gingerbread House take place 
between 4 and 6 p.m. when our 
children are home playing. Also, 
the other schools are either on roads 


that already have a high volume of 
traffic; have been there before the 
homes, so that the people knew 
there was a school when they bought 
their home or have met with the 
neighbors to seek what might be a 
reasonable compromise. 

I haye been a resident of Wilm- 
ington for 14 years and prior to 
living on Crystal Road we lived on 
a fairly busy street. One of themain 
reasons we made the choiceto move 
to a neighborhood was so that our 
children could grow and play in a 
safe, quiet environment. I am sure 
it is a concern for a lot of people 
when ing a home. Now I 
constantly have to remind my chil- 
dren when they go out to play to be 
extra careful of the traffic and not 
to talk to strangers. 

During the winter there was an 
incident where one of the individu- 
als going to the Gingerbread House 
got stuck in the snow. The indi- 
vidual asked two eight year old 
boys who were out to help 
push the car. I consider this a seri- 
ous safety issue. This situation is no 
different than any other commer- 
cial business to operate ina 
residential area, all thesamesafety

‘by researchers to create low-tem- 
‘perature conditions, for use in such 
fields as cancer research and satel- 
‘lite development. But according to 
pvanis| employee and Tewksbury resi- 
dent Mike Madden, the first thing 
ple want to know is if the com- 
fany freezes bodies. 
~ “Once I joked to someone that 
‘we just freeze the heads,” said 
‘Madden. “He actually believed me, 
‘and asked me why we'd do that.” 
What Janis does produce are 
ostats, dewars and supercon- 
ducting magnet systems, equipment 
with which a majority of people are 
unfmiliar. They are used to create 
conditions as cold as 454 degrees 
below zero through the use of liquid 
Nitrogen or liquid Helium. This 
equipment has a variety of uses. 
The company was started by 
owner Bill Shields in a second floor 
apartment above a garage in Win- 
chester in 1961. As Shields nears 
retirement, he looks tosell the com- 
pany to his employees. Under such 
a employee stock ownership pro- 
#ram, employees would not have to 
adjust to new ownership. The 50 
employees of Janis currently aver- 
‘age nine years with the company. 
Janis cryostats have been used 
to recreate outer space tempera- 
tures for satellite mirrors, which 
‘allowed researchers to see what 
‘sort of affect such tempertures have 
‘on the mirrors 
Much of the equipment the com- 
‘pany makes is custom built to its 
‘customers needs, inluding a capil- 
lary cryostat developed in conjune- 
tion with the government's Ames 
Lab in Iowa. 
The capillary cryostat, which 
won a Research and Development 
gazine “R&D 100 Award” on 
ednesday, Sept. 25, will aid in 
ancer research. Cells will be in- 
jected with cancer and then placed 
in the cryostat, which will slow the 
cell's atomic functions down. Sci- 
entists will then monitor the cell in 
‘an effort to determine how the can- 
cer advances, which may lead to 
better treatment or even a cure for 
othe disease. 
‘', Janis also won a Public Service 
Achievement award from NASA in 
51996, for their work in low-tempera- 
oture equipment manufacturing, 
vengineering and fabrication.

Madden has been with Janis 
since the Fall of 1989, and knows 
cryogenics equipment the way most 
people know how toeat with aspoon, 
which makes it surprising to learn 
that he had majored in Autobody at 
Shawsheen Tech before joining the 
company. 

Madden began as a shipping 

agent, building crates and assem- 
bling systems, and is now a senior 
technician. He said that although 
he took some classes at 
Northeastern’s Suburban Campus 
in Burlington, he learned about 
cryogenics through on the job train- 
ing. 
“(At first] I found it difficult to 
grasp this material,” Madden said. 
“I’'mstill learning, and I will until I 
retire because there’s something 
new every month.” 

One thing Madden learned was 
that you never carry your wallet 
when you're near an operating su- 
perconducting magnet. 

“If you walk by it with your 
credit cards in your pocket, it will 
wipe the credit card out [and ren- 
der it useless],” Madden said. 

Madden said he would encour- 
age students to study science, par- 
ticularly physics, because “the more 
you learn about physics, the more 
you learn about the world.” But he 
also said he understands why sci- 
ence is not regarded as a popular 
subject by many students. 


“[Setencey is a lormiore knowl- * 


edge as opposed to hands on work,” 
Madden said. “And when I was a 
kid I didn’t want to think, I wanted 
to do.” 

But Madden said science could 
be fun, and provided two examples 
involving liquid nitrogen, which he 
works with ona daily basis at Janis. 
Liquid nitrogen is -320 degrees 
Farenheit, and turns to a gas when 
it is spilled on the floor.

Although 
the Wildcat News may not be “selling” 
‘its paper to WHS in a literal sense, it is

‘subscriptions fall, it’s a sure way of 
‘” telling that it’s time to change some- 
“<) -thing - and that’s just what the Wildcat 
News did. 
This year may be remembered as a 
transition year for years of staff who 
will enter after many of this year's 
members graduate.

“When I woke the 
night of the surgery, they made 
me walk around to get my blood 
pressure up. I asked my room- 
mate if he'd mind if I kept the 
night light on.

Murray said the doctors told him 
that the first biopsy looked good, 
but that the doctors had some con- 
cerns. 

“They told me the cancer tumor 
was 1 millimeter [from going sys- 
temic], and that I should go 
through radiation treatments 
That was the painful part.” He 
said that the radiation burned, but 
that he kept thinking that the 
results would be worth it. “I was 
back to work 10 days after the 
surgery, and never: stopped work- 
ing since. It's been about three 
weeks since the therapy ended.” 

“My digestion was off a bit at 
first, but everything is back on

line now. Some foods. disagreed 
with me radically at first, espe- 
cially fried foods and ice cream, 
but I'm doing good now.

“I could have waited and 
watched, but I chose the surgery. 
I didn't want to kick myself later 
and think that I should've done 
that, it may have helped. As it 
turns out, surgery was the right 
choice,” Murray said. “Your 
whole life goes upside down when 
you're told you have cancer. If I'd 
waited another 6 months, it could 
have been worse. It can have a 
happy ending. It's changed my 
outlook on many things. I don't 
sweat the small stuff anymore and 
laugh a lot.”

closed Salem Street off to all 
motorists except school buses and 
emergency vehicles for over two 
months. 

Cincotta had expected to find 
soft ground under the tracks, into 
which they planned to push a 24 
inch pipe sleeving that they would 
thread the sewer line through. But 
in order to tunnel through the 
ledge, they had to order a 42 inch 
sleeve, into which a man would be 
sent with a rock splitter This 
delayed the project, because tun- 
neling with a rock-splitter is a 
slow process, and the 42 inch pipe 
took a week to receive. 

“They don't just have them lying 
around on a shelf,” Soughley said. 

Once Cincotta had the 42 inch 
Pipe, excess groundwater often 
made the area under the railroad 
crossing unworkable. Work was 
forced to stop on a number of oc- 
casions, and seven pumps were 
used to lower water levels. An 
Amtrack flagman at the site 
would often stop the project, 
because too much water could 
take soil away from under the 
crossing and undermine the safety 
of the tracks, 

But Soughley is confidant that 


Cincotta will not have as many 
problems at the western railroad 


crossing 

“The area by the first set of 
tracks is one of the lowest places 
in town, which means the ground- 
water all flows into it,” Soughely 
said. “The next tracks are on high- 
er ground.” 

According to Water Superinten- 
dent Mike Woods, test borings 
were taken in the area of the west- 
ern crossing, and while some 
ledge and water was found, it 
should be completed more quickly 
than the eastern crossing. 

“It could be difficult, but they 
should have the experience to deal 
with it,” Woods said. 

It has been speculated that Cin- 
cotta could have done test borings 
to anticipate the ledge under the 
first crossing, which would have 
allowed them to plan accordingly. 
But both McLaughlin and Sough- 
ley said adequate borings were 
taken. 

According to Soughley, borings 
were taken at every manhole, 
which means about 50 were taken, 
one every 200 feet. Soughley said 
that borings are an effective, but 
not foolproof, method of ascer- 
taining a lay of the land. 

“Two feet away from the bore, 
there could be a ledge,” Soughley 
said. 

McLaughlin said that Cincotta 
had done their job by taking bor- 
ings on both sides of the tracks, 


af 


and said that the blame for the 
delay lies not with the contractor 
but with the bad luck that placed 
the ledge and water under the 
tracks. 

In order to avoid another long 
delay, Cincotta has taken approxi- 
mately 13 test borings in the area 
of the second, western railroad 
crossing. The borings were drilled 

in a perpendicular line that cross- 
es over the tracks, beginning ten 
feet from the tracks on either 
side, and occurring at intervals of 
ten feet thereafter. 

“We're spending a million dollars 
on this project,” McLaughlin said 
“And for someone to say we didn't 
want to spend the money on the 
borings, that’s bull.” 

Woods said that Salem Street 
would be opened while Cincotta 
made its way between the eastern 
and western crossings, but that it 
would be closed again once work 
commenced on the western cross- 
ing 

Cincotta also plans to use the 42 
inch pipe sleeve when it begins 
work on the second crossing, so 
that in the case a ledge is encoun- 
tered, they will have the proper 
pipe for the job. In fact, the great- 
est obstacle to swift completion of 
the job may be Amtrack, which 
dictates the hours a project 
involving the train lines may take 
place, Soughley said 

“We're ready to work through 
the weekend, but Amtrack often 
doesn’t allow us to work on the 
weekends,” Soughley said.” It 
would be nice if they would, 
because the weekends are the 
time when there is the least traf- 
fic.” 

Soughley said he hopes they will 
be pushing the pipe under the first 
crossing by Thursday, and adds 
that the project could be done in a 
couple of weeks. 

The progress follows weeks of 
inconvenience and aggravation

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Salem Street closed, commuters 
from Route 38 and residents on 
the western side of the tracks 
were separated from the Wilming- 
ton industrial parks and Route 93. 

“People are using lots of side 
streets which weren't meant to 
handle such traffic, it's one of the 
worst traffic situations I've seen 
in my lifetime,” State Rep. Jim 
Miceli said. 

In spite of the obstacles the con- 
tractor hit, many people have 
questioned the necessity of clos- 
ing the street off all day, every 
day. “I don’t think the road had to 
be closed this whole time,” said 
Paul Tucceri, owner of the Push- 
cart Restaurant, 2171 Main St., 
Tewksbury. The pushcart lost 
thousands of dollars of business a 
week due to the closing of Salem 
Street 

But Bill McLaughlin, of Avalon 
Development Corp., said Salem 
Street is a 24 hour operation. 

According to McLaughlin, when 
Cincotta was not tunneling 
through the ledge, the water 
pumps were lowering groundwa- 
ter levels in order for work to con- 
tinue. 

Wilmington Police Deputy Ber- 
nard Nally said the road needed to 
be closed, because the narrow 
passageway afforded by the site 
posed a danger to passing 
motorists. If through traffic were 
permitted, the contractor and offi- 
cer on duty would be required to 
constantly clear the construction 
area, which would be too involved 
a task, Nally said.

equipped with five emergency 
vehicle bays.

vided around Rotary Park. 

“I'm confident that we can main- 
tain the neccesary parking to 
accomodate those Little League 
games,” said Caira. “Ultimately I 
hope we will be able to accomo- 


date everybody, but it just may 


not be at the Rotary Park site.” 

As for the new middle school, 
Lesser said that the project is on a 
very tight schedule and will be 
ready to go out to bid this month. 
Lesser also added that the school, 
slated to be built off of Boutwell 
Street, will boast an area of 
148,000-square-feet or more and 
will essentially create a campus 
with the two other nearby schools. 
The school should be open to stu- 
dents by September 2000. 

In other selectmens news: 

Later, Public Works Superinten- 
dent Donald Onusseit met with 
board members to discuss the sta- 
tus of the town’s two other major 
building projects: the Salem 
Street sewer line and Route 62 
bridge construction. However, 
selectmen were not as pleased 
with the results, namely the 
delayed sewer line project which 
began several months ago and has 
continued to keep Salem Street 
closed to nearly all traffic. 

“As a resident of the area it 
seems that the project has been 
going on forever,” said Selectman 


Robert Cain. “I have a problem 
with closing down the street. I find 
it hard to believe that the road 
needs to be closed 24-hours a day 
and I’m concerned that this is 
going on much longer than it 
should.” 

Onusseit said that the subcon- 
tractor that is handling the jack- 
ing is very qualified to do the work 
but cited the presence of high 
ground water and ledge, along 
with the slow process of digging 
under the railroad crossings as 
factors in the holdup. William 
McLaughlin of Avalon Properties, 
which is building in the area and 
will also make use of the sewer 
connection, reiterated Onusseit’s 
reasons for the delay but added 
that they were also experiencing 
difficulty in securing another flag- 
man from Amtrak for the con- 
struction. According to McLaugh- 
lin, Amtrak has six flagmen but 
five are currently assigned to Bos- 
ton’s Big Dig project and the 
remaining one is already at the 
Salem Street site. McLaughlin 
also said that they would gladly 
pay for the second flagman, who 
acts as a public safety officer on 
the job site. 

“It’s not our intention to continue 
to inconvenience residents,” said 
McLaughlin. “We want to get this 
done and get this hooked up. We 


want to apologize for the inconve- 
nience we have caused.” 

In addition to the delays, one res- 
ident cited concern over the abili- 
ty of emergency vehicles to reach 
the Salem Street homes swiftly 
with barrels and fencing blocking 
off the street. While Rooney, who

Allin all, Bruno gave the team a 
big lift with a much needed game 
winning tally on Friday, while, ty- 
ing a record that originally was set 
nine seasons ago. And she is just a 
junior. 

"I don't care about personal 
goals," Bruno said about doing just 


that year round since she was 10 
years old, "I actually feel bad [get- 
ting the attention]. I'd rather see 
some else score a goal to help us 
win a game, then me scoring a goal 
that really doesn't mean anything. 

"I never knew what the record 
was, if there was any kind of record 
-I never even thought of any of that 
stuff. Before this season started, 
{head coach Sue] Hendee gave us 
this program of the history of the 
team and that's where I saw [Erin] 
had twenty-five. Then I realized I 
had a shot since I had twenty-one 
going into this season. 

"I'm very surprised I did it, I'm 
happy that I did it, but I'm also glad 
I at least tied it - there's been a lot 


of pressure of accomplishing it," 
Bruno said. 

The reaction when she scored 
really wasn't one that would be 
expected for someone who broke a 
school record. 

"Yeah, it was weird - hopefully 
when I break it everyone will go 
crazy," Bruno said chuckling. 

As a freshman, Bruno scored 
nine goals, an amazing feat consid 
ering her opponents had a consid- 
erable size advantage over her 
Thenas a sophomore, she improved 
to 12 goals, coming one short of 
McKenna's single tally of 13 goals 
in a single season. 

“At first it was hard, when I was 
a freshman there were so many

With the season just four games 
old, Bruno has played in just three 
of them (sitting out against Masco 
with an injury) and has scored four 
goals.

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Football team pushes 
losing streak to two games

It was if they knew there season 
was over. The Wilmington High 
football team walked off the field in 
complete silence on Saturday, all 
sweaty and dirty, all long faces and 
not even flinching to the words 
from others who tried to encourage 
them. 

Mike Gennetti, Eric Banda and 
Josh Hiltz walked off with injuries 
that bugged them throughout the 
game. It wasn't the injuries that 
hurt them, it was the 14-0 loss to the 
defending Division 4-B Super Bowl 
champs in their own house that 
hurt them. 

Wilmington came into the game 
with a lot to prove. They did prove 
a lot in terms of competing, pride 
and respect, but they just couldn't 
pull it out in the win column. Part 
of that was their offense couldn't 
get going, but the other part to that 
was they faced a team that was 
better, that executed better on this 
hot afternoon and who stopped its 
opponent when it counted the most. 
The Wilmington gang walked off 
the field slowly, hanging their heads 
as if they have something to be 
ashamed of, but just that there is no 
need. 

“I'm very proud of my team, we 
hung in there against the defending 
champs," said a dismantled Bob 
Almeida. "Newburyport is a very 
good football team. We knew if we 
were to have success against them, 
wehadtoruntheball. Wehad afew 
cracks at it, but we just couldn't do 
it’ 

Newburyport's defense was very 
good, but the Wilmington offense 
continued to struggle, upping its 
scoreless streak to six quarters. 
Wilmington kept its same strategy 
throughout the game, and perhaps 
that might have hurt them a bit. 

"We had two cracks to tie the 
game up. I mean if we scored on 
that last drive we would have won 
the game with the extra point kick. 
We had a chance to punch it in and 
we didn't do it. It came down to the 
end 

"Hindsight is 20-20," Almeida 
referred to about getting stopped 
ona fourth and inches call at the 50- 
yard line in the team's opening 
drive, which allowed Newburyport 
to score its first TD. "We should 
have punted the ball. But I had 
faith in the offensive line. The 
percentages were in our corner. 


We have a big offensive line and to 
get one yard didn't seem like a lot to 
do, but we came close and again fell 
short." 

Wilmington started with the ball 
at their own 27. Banda got things 
going with two nice runs moving 
the ball for a first down. After 
being stopped at the line of scrim- 
mage, Mark Jepson got the call 
next and on the pitch to the right, he 
gained eight yards. Banda was 
stopped at the line of scrimmage 
and the 'Cats went for it on fourth 
and inches, but again Banda was 
stopped at the line. 

Newburyport took over with 
great field position, and after a 
penalty, they got a first down on 
three running plays. After a short 
gain anda loss of eleven yards ona

When the 
half ended, Newburyport held a 
sizeable advantage offense wise, 
with 97 total yards compared to the 
34 of the 'Cats. 

The Clippers' started with the 
ball in the second half and moved 
the ball 20 yards up to the Cats 42, 
but they elected to punt, making 
Wilmington start with the ball on 
its own 28.

The Shawsheen Tech Rams im- 
proved their season record to 2-0 
witha 30-28 victory over Georgetown 
on Saturday.

Sex offenders 


At home in your 
neighborhood?

You're moving into a new 
neighborhood, and there are a 
few questions on your mind: 
What are my new neighbors 
going to be like? What type of 
community am I moving into? 
What type of people live and 
work near the schools my chil- 
dren will be attending? 

Thanks the Massachusetts 
Sex Offender Registry, residents 
of this state are now able to find 
out a little more about the peo- 
ple that live and work around 
them. Since October 1, 1996, the 
registry has been in place in 
this state, and law enforcement 
officials in the Middlesex East 
communities report that they 
have had little problem with 
those residents who are required 
by law to register, while also 
reporting that many people have 
taken advantage of the registry 
to look up information about 
others. 

The three main components 
of the sex offender registry are: 
1. Registration of sexual offend- 
ers; 2. Public access to registry 
information upon request; and 3. 
Community notification. Local 
police throughout the Middlesex 
East area play an important 
role in implementing the sex 
offender registry, both in terms 
of collecting and verifying reg- 
istry data, and also notifying 
community members and orga- 


The law provides that anyone 
convicted or judged to be delin- 
quent of one of 10 designated 
sexual offenses, kidnapping, an 
attempt to commit any of the 10 
offenses (which will be dis- 
cussed later in the story), or a 
similar crime in another juris- 
diction for which the person has 
been convicted or judged to be 
delinquent, must register as a 
sex offender, if the person was 
convicted or judged to be delin- 
quent on or after August 1, 1981, 
or released from incarceration, 


parole or probation supervision 
on or after that date. 

A quick call to the 10 
Middlesex East communities 
asking about the number of resi- 
dents who had registered as sex 
offenders provided the following 
results: 

1. Reading - 8 registered sex 
offenders (five residents, three 
people who work in town); 

2. Wilmington - an estimated 
42 registered sex offenders (12

:copy of the bill was desired. 


New year, certain change 


“The irate resident felt that, 
on principle, she shouldn’t be 
charged $1 for having town 
employees do what she felt. was 
their jobs. She did not feel the 
fee for the copy was justifiable. 

“When questioned, Town 
Administrator Tom Younger 
acknowledged that the $1 fee is 
routinely charged for this ser- 
vice. He said this is specifically 
allowed by statute. 

“He added that this is the 
first complaint he’s heard about 
that particular fee since he 
assumed his post three years 
ago. 

“The policy has been on the 
books for years and we have not 


had any complaints,’ Younger 
said. 


“However, Selectman Bill 
Smith, who brought up the mat- 
ter, was shocked to hear of the 
fee and felt it was ‘absurd’ to 


charge residents for this partic- 
ular service. 


“What's that buck do for us? 
It is certainly not making the 
town rich,’ he said. 

“When the resident comes in 
to pay a bill, Smith felt he or 
she should be extended the cour- 
tesy of having it looked up if 
needed.

“Selectman Steve O'Leary 
added that the fact that a resi- 
dent doesn’t voice a complaint 
doesn’t mean the fee doesn’t 
cause hard feelings.

“It's difficult to say whether 
everyone who should has, 
because we would have to run a 
background check on about 
20,000 people, which we can’t 
do,” said Lt. Patterson. “I can 
say that the probation officers 
and everyone else has been very 
helpful with reporting any 
information to us about people 
who need to register with us. 
There has been a lot of coopera- 
tion from them.” 

For those unfamiliar with the 
the registry, the following is a 
list of sex offenses that com- 
prise the definition of a sex 
offender: 

«Indecent assault and battery 

*Rape 

Rape of a child 

*Assault with intent to com- 
mit rape; 

eKidnapping of a child, 
excluding custodial kidnapping 

¢Open and gross lewdness 
and lascivious behavior 

¢Unnatural and lascivious 
acts with a child under 16 years 
of age 

*Attempts to commit these 
offenses or the like offense of 
the law of another state. 

The data in the registry 
includes: 

eThe sex offenders names, 
aliases used, date and place of 
birth, sex, race, height, weight, 
eye and hair color, social securi- 
ty number, home address and 
work address; 

*A photograph and set of fin- 
gerprints; 

A description of the offenses 
for which the sex offender was 
convicted, the city where the 
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offense occurred, the date of 
conviction and the sentence 


Any other information which 
may be useful in assessing the 
risk of the sex offender to reof- 
fend; 

And any other information 
which may be useful in identify- 
ing the sex offender. 

The following is a list of 
agencies who are required to 
contribute data to the Sex 


Offender Registry: 
eDepartment of Mental 
Health; 
Department of Corrections; 
eDepartment of Social 
Services; 


*Department of Youth Ser- 
vices; 
Local police departments; 


«Massachusetts Parole 


In order for a person to 
request information using the 
Sex Offender Registry, that per- 
son must apply in person at a 
local police station, be 18 years 
of age or older, state that he or 
she requires the information for 
their own protection, or the pro- 
tection of a child in their cus- 
tody, and complete and sign a 
record of inquiry as well. 

The person can inqu‘re in one 
of three ways: 

1. By identifying a specific 
person or by providing sufficient 
identifying information; 

2. By asking whether any sex 
offenders live or work within a 
one mile radius of a specific 
address; 

3, By asking whether any sex 
offenders live or work on a spe- 
cific street. 

Once the request has been 
made, if a search of the registry 
results in the identification of a 
sex offender, police will dissemi- 
nate the following information to 
the inquirer: 

1. The offender’s name; 

2. The offender's home 
address, if located within a one 
mile radius of a specified 
address; 

3. The work address of an 
offender, if located within a one 
mile radius of a specified 
address; 

4. The offense for which he 
was convicted, and the date of 
the conviction; 

5. The offender’s age, sex, 
race, height, weight, eye and 
hair color; 

6. And a photograph of the 
offender, if available. 

The third component of the 
law is community notification, 
or dissemination of registry 
information by local law 
enforcement. The law establish- 
es three levels of notification: 

Level one - for offenders 
classified as low risk, dissemina- 
tion of information is not per- 
mitted by police departments,

MOVIE: “RUSH HOUR” 
GRADE; ** 

Review: This one is billed as 
being the fastest hands in the 
East meets the biggest mouth in 
the West, and the end result is a 
so-so action movie with some 
humorous moments. 

Chris Tucker plays an Eddie 
Murphy-type character as a 
renegade Los Angeles cop, while 
action movie star Jackie Chan 
plays a renegade cop from Asia.

The age-old rule is that 
humans and vampires have 
coexisted for centuries, with one 
feeding off the other, but with an 
understanding that no group will 
become too powerful over the 
other one. 

Snipes uses top-notch weap- 
ons, as well as acrobatic skills, 
to defeat the vampires, and the 
action scenes are well-choreo- 
graphed and thought out.

Third graders 
score in 
Wilmington 

“..Wilmington third graders 
scored above the Massachusetts 
mean percentile ranking for 
total reading,” notes Lore A. 
Nielsen, Ph. D., Curriculum 
Coordinator, in the “Wilmington 
Town Crier.” 

“The state scored at the 64th 
percentile; Wilmington students 
performed at the 69th percentile. 
This means Wilmington students 


performed better than 69 per- 
cent of the students in the 


national norming group. This is 
a slight drop from last year’s 
72nd percentile ranking. 

“When the Iowa scores are 
analyzed in terms of the per- 
centage of students who are cat- 
egorized as ‘Advanced,’ 
‘Proficient,’ ‘Basic; and ‘Pre- 
reader, Wilmington students 
also perform well when com- 
pared with the state. Of our 
third graders, 82 percent of our 
students performed at the high- 
est of two levels, compared to 68 
percent of Massachusetts stu- 
dents and 56 percent of students 
in the national normiag group. 
Wilmington actually increased 
the percentage of students in the 
top two categories from 79 per- 
cent last year. 

“Although our students are 
reading better than third grade 
students as a whole across the 
state and nation, we are not sat- 
isfied with our scores. Principals 
and teachers are engaged in 
ongoing analysis of group and 
individual test results to make 
changes for individual students 
and for the elementary reading 
program as a whole....”

Dancing at Disney

Ces Day weekend, 
7% young ladies will see 
the culmination of 18 months of 
hard work, keeping their grades 
up, fundraising and learning 
new dance routines coming to 
fruition as they perform in 
Disney World’s Tomorrowland in 
Florida. 


“We thought this was a nice 
opportunity for the kids,” said 
dance teacher Susan Moore 
Edson. “They are not compet- 
ing, just performing.” 

However, during their 
Columbus Day weekend stay at 
Disney World, the young 
dancers from Lynnfield, North 
Reading, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wakefield, Wilmington, and 
Woburn as well as Malden, 
Melrose and Peabody, will also 
have the opportunity to work 
with the professional dancers 
that are part of the Disney 
World shows, 

Dance Teacher Diane Moore 
Abraham said, “They will do a 
workshop while in Disney World, 
with the professional dancers,” 

Part of the workshop will be 
to learn the Cinderella Dance 
routines and another part will 
be an audition for the troupe 
members. Once they learn the 
routine, they will have the 
opportunity to perform it on a 
backstage lot. 

But the real thrill will be on 
Saturday, October 10, when the 
troupe gets to perform their own 
original 30-minute jazz routine 
before the thousands of visitors 
to Tomorrowland. 

Incidentally, the oldest mem- 
ber of the troupe is 18 and the 
youngest is seven years-old. 

The one thing they have in 
common is that they are stu- 
dents at the Dance Studio of 
Wakefield. 

The pay for all of this work is 
a t-shirt and pin for the per- 
formers. The cost, not including 
airfare, is $78,000. 

A total of 166 friends and 
family members will be accom- 
panying the young dancers on 
their odyssey. Many of these 
people will be helping in the 
logistics and they will be donat- 
ing their time and transporta- 
tion costs. 

According to Abraham, the 
trip was a reward for the stu- 
dents who have been competing 
very well as evidenced by a 
recent five-day competition in 
Norwood. For their work at the 
competition, the young dancers 
brought home 33 gold medals, 17 
high silver medals and 13 silver 
medals. The awards were for 
Top High Score for Large Group 
in Jazz, and High Score for a 
Small Group, as well as a chore- 
ography award.

However, with all of this 
accomplishment, Abraham 
believes that the kids have their 
heads in the right places. 

“I think it is really important 
to these kids that they can main- 
tain school work and school 
activities and still maintain a 
commitment to this,” Abraham 
said, “especially where they all 
come from different communi- 
ties.” 

The dancers practice several 
hours a day. However, with 
school in session, they need time 
to do homework for their aca- 
demic classes as well. 

“We don’t have to put aca- 
demic standards on them,” 
Abraham said. “They are all at 
a high level academically.” 

Another factor is that the 
dancers are all on sports teams 
in their various schools and 
some are in the high school 
bands. 

“They are pretty well round- 
ed,” Edson said. “They each 
play at least one sport.” 

These activities have to be 
planned around when it comes 
to Friday and weekend 
rehearsals for the Disney show. 

Edson noted that the dance 
school has a separate room 
where the students can go and 
do homework while waiting for 
different lessons. 

She noted that although the 
preparations started 18 months 

ago, “Since September started 
they have been buzzing. 

Edson said, “The comraderie 
has pulled the kids together 
despite their age groups.” 

She noted that the older stu- 
dents are doing everything pos- 
sible to help the younger stu- 
dents. 

According to Edson the stu- 
dents become divided by the 
competitions which place them 
into different age groups. 

Abraham, Edson and their 
sister, Peg Cerulo, found out 
about the Disney shows and did 
some research into it. It was dis- 
covered that Disney sets very 
high, very professional stan- 
dards for the troupes that come 
down to perform. 

“Everything has to be profes- 
sional from beginning to end,” 
Abraham said. 

‘The troupe was not allowed to 
use any Disney music in their 
routines, a professional demon- 
stration tape had to be made 
and pictures had to be sent of 
all of the costumes. 

Edson noted, “It is a 30 
minute show that can’t stop 
even for costume changes.” 

Abraham stressed that many 
people in the area have to be 
thanked for the financial sup- 
port that has been given during 
the fundraising events the 
dancers have held. 

She also thanked Karen Celli, 


Andy Sabbag and Marcy 
Stanton, all former students, 
who have spent many hours 
teaching the dancers their rou- 
tines for the trip. 

Abraham and Edson are the 
dancers in the family. They 
come by it honestly as their 
mother also taught dance in 
Medford. The Dance Studio has 
been in business for 20 years. 
However, this is the first time 
that any of their students have 
gone to Disney World as a 
troupe. 

Over the 20 year period many 
of the students have gone on to 
dance professionally and some 
have become dance instructors 
at the college and university 
level. 


Abraham and Edson are 
members Dance Masters of 
America and the Dance 
Teachers Association of Boston.

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Staining wood correctly enhances its beauty 


Mahogany, chestnut, walnut, 
oak: These and other types of 
wood provide raw material for 
the most beautiful furniture, 
paneling, floors, doors trim and 
mantels. But it is the stain that 
goes on bare wood that brings 
out the real beauty of its natural 
grain. 

Here are some tips that will 
help you getyprofessional-look- 
ing results with your interior 
staining, courtesy of the experts

* Quality Institute (PQI) 

st, remove any old stain, 
varnish or paint. When staining 
bare wood, be sure to clean the 
surface of dirt, mildew and 

-‘other contaminants. If the wood 
is not bare, sand the surface to 
remove thin layers of old mater- 
ial (thicker layers should either 
be scraped or removed with 
paint remover). Finally sand the 
surface, first with medium-grit 
sandpaper, then with fine sand- 
. paper - always going with the 
grain of the wood 

*To avoid the problem of 
“grain whiskers” when using 
water-based stains or varnishes, 
dampen the surface with a wet 


rag to raise the grain before the 
sanding stage. Wait 20 minutes, 
then sand the surface smooth in 
the direction of the grain with 
fine sandpaper. 

eNylon or polyester brushes 
work well for applying either 
solvent- or water-based stains. 
Brushes with natural bristles 
are fine for use with solvent- 
based stains. However, they 
should not be used to apply 
water-based stains. 

*To prevent “lapping” 
(uneven color density or gloss, 
resulting from over lapping wet 
and dry layers), always apply 
and wipe off stains in the direc- 
tion of the wood grain, using 
even pressure.

Many potential drain prob- 
lems can be averted with a little 
regular maintenance, according 
to Chris Carter of The Home 
Depot. Kitchen drains, which 
typically receive most of the 
greasy and gooey stuff, should 
be thoroughly flushed with hot 
water once a week. Shower and 
tub drains benefit from an occa- 
sional dose of liquid bleach. And 
if your washing machine emp- 
ties into a laundry tub, tie an old 
nylon stocking over the end of 
the rubber drain hose. The lint 
in your wash water can build up 
in drain pipes and eventually 
plug them. 

You should never have to use 
caustic drain cleaners. Once 
every six months or so, it’s okay 
to treat your drains with a non- 
caustic (copper sulfide-orsodi- 
um hydroxide-based) drain 
cleaner, which will not hurt your 
pipes.

If you have nonpolarized 
outlets and need to plug in a 
polarized appliance such as a 
TV set, don’t ever file down the 
wide plug prong.

The copper-colored screw 
is the one to which you attach 
the black wire and the silver- 
colored one is for the white 
wire.

OBSERVE AND LEARN 

For firsthand insight, follow the 
advice of Manhattan Beach, Calif., 
resident Barbara Kane, who is 
planning her daughter's wedding. 

“I just went to my church and 
sat in the back during wedding cer- 
emonies, which are open to the 
public. You really learn a lot about 


photngraphers, videographers and 
wedding consultants, and you can 
get some great ideas on floral ar- 
rangements, musicians, soloists 
and music selections, details of the 
ceremony, lighting in the church, 
even traditions. (Some brides have 
a basket of food for the poor at the 
altar.) After the guests leave, I get 
cards from everyone and keep the 
good ones,” she says. 


PLAN THE PARTY 

As Kane realizes, research and 
organization are imperative. To 
make the job easier, Marlene Hol- 
loway, a San Diego wedding plan- 
ner for 15 years, wrote “The Wed- 
ding Handbook” (Lake Murray 
Publishers). This is a 66-page 
workbook complete with pocket 
pages for estimates and bills in 21 
areas, from the invitations to the 
honeymoon. 

As most wedding books point 
out, the number of bridesmaids 
and groomsmen differs from bride 
to bride. 

“It depends on what’s politically 
correct. If you have six sisters and 
you only include two in your wed- 
ding, your mother will never speak 
to you again and she will cut you 
out of her will,” says Cowie. If 
given a choice, he votes for keep- 
ing the wedding party small.
